FAMOUS NEW JERSEY COINS’ 
MYSTERIOUS ORIGINS SOUGHT 

By A.F. Nader and

Thirty years after colonial 
Massachusetts issued its famous 
Pine Tree shilling, the General 
Assembly of West New Jersey 
authorized as legal tender (1682) a 
strange-looking coin or token 
made available in quantity by one 
of its members. This coin, 
designated as a halfpence, served 
New Jersey well for nearly 100 
years. But for the succeeding cen- 
try, it remained largely a mystery 
coin among numismatists who 
tried to pin down its origin. 

Was it a religious medal rather 
than a coin? King David shows on 
the obverse and St. Patrick on the 
reverse. 

Was it struck in Ireland or 
England? It must have been coined 
at a mint that was technically ad¬ 
vanced for those day, for it has a 
milled edge and rim. Mark Newby, 
the man who had brought the cop¬ 
per with him, lived briefly in 
Ireland; but he was a London 
tradesman and could well have 
secured the coppers in that city. 

This coin is now called the 
Newby or St. Patrick coinage and 
is listed among American colonial 
issues. So recognized, also, is a 
Newby or St. Patrick farthing (one- 
fourth penny). But this latter coin 
wasn’t included in Newby’s hoard, 
and wasn’t authorized as legal 
tender in colonial America. How it 
came to the colonies has never 
been determined. 

Before getting into the story of 
these mysterious coins, let’s look 
at the fascinating symbolism-they 
reveal: 

Halfpence 

Obverse: King David kneels in 
lower center and pla$s a harp 
which has an angel c a% its fron¬ 
tispiece. Above him and to the left 
is a large crown, inlaid with brass 


on many of the coins to simulate 
gold. Within the coin’s rim and 
divided by the crown are the words 
FLOREAT REX (“May the king 
flourish,” i.e. prosper). 

Reverse: A bishop in full clerical 
garb (St. Patrick) stands slightly off 
center. A crozier (cross) is cradled 
on his left arm; his right hand 
holds a Metropolitan (trefoil) cross 
above a group of seven men and 
women. To his left are three per¬ 
sons. In front of them are the arms 
of Dublin, Ireland: A shield with six 
castle turrets (three castles) ar¬ 
ranged llll over II. Within the rim at 
top at the words ECCE GREX 
(“Behold the flock,” i.e. the 
faithful). Diameter: 17 to 20 mm. 

Farthing 

Obverse: Same as the half- 
.pence. 

Reverse: St. Patrick stands in 
the center. A crozier is cradled on 
his left arm, and high right arm is 
extended as though driving away 
small creatures at his feet that in¬ 
clude a serpent. Inthe background 
at the right is a church. Within the 
rim at sides and top are the words 
QUIESCAT PLEBS (“May the peo¬ 
ple be at ease,” i.e. abide in 
peace). Diameter: 16 mm. or less. 

Now to the story: Mark Newby 
(he spelled it “Newbie”) was a 
Quaker who faced religious 


persecution when Charles II 
became king in 1660. Selling his 
prosperous candle-making 
business in 1677, he moved from 
London to Dublin with other 
Quakers. 

In 1681 he and associates sailed 
to America in a ship called “Ye 
Owners Adventure”. They went up 
the Delaware River to what is to¬ 
day the Camden area opposite 
Philadelphia. Here Newby bought 
a 300-acre farm at Newton (Now 
Collingswood). 

Small coins were scarce 
throughout England in those days 
and even more scarce in the col¬ 
onies. Somewhere Newby had a 
chance to buy up a quantity of the 
St. Patrick halfpence, which are 
though to have been circulating in 
Ireland at the time. On his arrival in 
New Jersey, he lost no time getting 
himself elected to the General 
Assembly of West Jersey - an easy 
matter in those days for anyone 
with money. He was then ap¬ 
pointed to the Governor’s Ways 
and Means Committee to Raise 
Money. 

The Assembly eagerly accepted 
his suggestion that the coppers he 
had brought with him be put to 
work to help ease the local money 
snortage. On May 8, 1682, the

to a small snowstorm, was very 
sparsely attended, but what we 
lacked in quantity, we gained in 
quality. Even George Evers - yes, 
there is a George Evers - put in an 
appearance at this meeting. 

Our president, Jack Chinitz, lit 
the fire tonight by delivering a 
blast at I.G.C. & M. for its proposed 
delivery of a Hanukkah coin in time 
for Passover. The current prices 
also came in for its share of abuse. 
In line with this, we have written an 
open letter to I.G.C. & M. 

Exhibition and commentary 
tonight was appropriately started 
off with a display of Hanukkah 
coins by Jack Chinitz. Jack had the 
complete run of Hanukkah coins of 
1972 -1979. He would have liked to 
be able to show us 1980 as well, 
but we feel confident that he’ll 
have that one in time for Hanukkah 
1981. Paul Drucker showed us 
three Jewish War Veteran medals 
from his collection, as well as 
silver hallmarked Jewish Lodge 
Masonic medals that he had pick¬ 
ed up at a London flea market. 

We have just learned of the 
passing of two of our members. 
We wish to convey our heartfelt 
condolences to the families of 
Harry Zimmerman and Leonard Ax¬ 
elrod. 

Have any of you ordered and 
received the U.S. gold medallion? 
If you haven’t, I can understand it 
The U.S. Treasury Department in 
its all seeing wisdom has done all 
in its power to discourage this pro¬ 
gram. Obviously, they feel that the 
U.S. would be better off its its 
citizens buy South African Krug- 
gerrans or Canadian Maple Leafs 
or even Russion Chevronetz than 
U.S. gold. I guess this is a typical 
example of U.S. Government 
“dumb think”. It must do our 
economy a lot of good to ban im¬ 
ports but to encourage our spen¬ 
ding U.S. dollars for foreign gold. 

Anyhow, back to the program. 
To order either the Vz oz. or 1 oz. 
medallion, you must call an 800 
phone number to determine 
today’s cost. Then you must certify 
a check for the amount of money 
you need to buy a stated number of 
medallions (up to 25, the original 
limit was 3 but when the program 


fell on its face the limit was 
raised). After about a twelve week 
wait, the medallion arrives in a 
polystyrene package that looks 
like garbage. If it didn’t have the 
contents printed on the package, 
you would think you had a token 
from a box of cereal, rather than a 
solid gold medallion. 

All in all, the program is rather 
poorly conducted and packaged. 

Obviously, though you do get 
full value for your dollar, if you 
don’t count the loss of interest 
while you’re waiting for delivery. 
It’s much easier to buy Maple 
Leafs, if your goal is to buy bullion. 

In a departure from the norm, 
our March meeting was held at the 
home of Paul and Toby Drucker. 
Paul and Toby had an extensive 
collection of Judaica that they 
showed us on the evening of 
March 30th. 

April was our 8th anniversary 
meeting with free gifts given to all 
dues paid members. 

May was held at the Expo of the 
Highland Park Temple. Free 
tickets were available (Limit of two 
per member). 

THE NEWARK MUSEUM 
CM #017 

A wide selection of coins, cur¬ 
rency and other related objects 
will be featured in “A Dictionary of 
Numismatics” at the Newark 
Museum. The exhibition will be on 
view from May 2 through 
September 21, 1981. 

From “aes grave” (a heavy 
bronze coin used in Rome) to “zlo¬ 
ty” (a silver gulen of Poland), “A 
Dictionary of Numismatics” goes 
from “A to Z”, including over 100 
fine examples of obsidionals 
(seige pieces), Bryan Money (made 
for political campaigns of William 
Jennings Bryan), notgeld (inflation 
tokens from Germany) and a 
Swedish copper plate weighing 32 
pounds, all from the Newark 
Museum Collection. Basic facts on 
the authenticity, material, 
manufacture and condition of 
these numismatic objects will be 
explained. 

For instance, to illustrate the 
term “ingot” (metal cast in a mold 
and stamped with a certain 
device), a Chinese sycee “shoe”, 
Tibetan trangkas, and a silver 
“bar” marked ENGELHARD, will 
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be shown together. Counterfeits, 
fantasies, patterns and elec¬ 
trotypes (a copy of an original coin 
or medal) will also be examined 
with certain tools used to detect 
authenticity. 

According to Curator of Coins 
Dorothy Budd Bartle, who organiz¬ 
ed the exhibition, “Occasionally, 
the fine difference between a coin 
and a token is difficult to 
distinguish, as in the case of 
‘necessity coinage,’ produced dur¬ 
ing times of emergency, and ‘love 
tokens,’ ” 

The object will indicate certain 
fields in which the Newark 
Museum’s Coin Collection is 
especially comprehensive, such as 
multiple thalers, commemoratives 
and privately-issued coinage. The 
Collection began in 1910 and has 
grown through donations and pur¬ 
chases. Especially noteworthy are 
the gifts of Frank I. Liveright in 
1925 and Ralph E. Lum, Jr., in 1966, 
as well as the Dr. William S. 
Disbrow Purchase, in 1919. 

“A Dictionary of Numismatics” 
may serve as the perfect introduc¬ 
tion to the “ABCs” of numismatics 
for many. 

The Newark Museum, located at 
49 Washington Street in downtown 
Newark, is open every day from 
noon to 5:00 p.m.

Cooperation With ANACS Urged

Fellow dealers - like it or not, the 
ANA Certification Service is 
grading coins - and will be for a 
long time. This service is mainly 
for the protection of the consumer 
- the collector and investor who 
buys from us. It is used to keep us 
in line - to make sure we don’t rip 
anyone off. Sure grading is very 
controversial, but let’s try to put it 
in its proper perspective - all of us; 
collectors, investors, dealers, and 
the ANACS staff. 

I’ve been curious about the 
ANACS outlook on grading so I 
stopped at the ANA headquarters 
in Colorado Springs one day on my 
way home from the Mid-Year con¬ 
vention in Honolulu. While visiting 
the offices of the Certification Ser¬ 
vice and talking with the staff, I 
observed some interesting points. 

It is very important to keep in 
mind that the grade ANACS 
assigns to a coin is strictly their 
opinion - nothing more, nothing 
less. There may be no right or 
wrong grade to a coin. More than 
one ANACS staffer examines each 
coin, and they discuss their differ¬ 
ing opinions about why a coin 
should be graded one way or 
another. By their own admission, 
no two people will grade all coins 
the same. 

As a collector or investor it is 
also important to keep in mind that 
the ANACS grades are on your 
side. They are ultraconservative in 
grading; and generally a coin grad¬ 
ed by ANACS will be accepted in 
the market as a coin that grades at 
least as high as they state, and 
many times it will be accepted as a 
higher grade coin. 

Please don’t take it out on a 
dealer if he is only close in.agree¬ 
ment with ANACS on the grade of 
a coin. You may not want to keep 
the coin purchased from that 
dealer, but don’t stop doing 
business with him forever, unless 
his grading varies greatly from that 
of ANACS. Dealers have been 
grading coins for many years and 
have an idea of what is generally

accepted for grading. The ANACS 
staff has been grading coins “of¬ 
ficially” for only about two years, 
and it’s been a learning process for 
them. 

Also we dealers purchase coins 
at shows and from collections and 
cannot have ANACS issue their 
opinions before we lay out our 
money on the line. And most of the 
time we cannot afford to tie our 
capital up for the length of time it 
takes ANACS to grade the coins 
before we offer them to you - the 
collector or investor; although cur¬ 
rently ANACS is in the process of 
changing its photographic cer¬ 
tificates which will greatly speed 
up the authentication and grading 
processes so coins can be shipped 
back to their owners much sooner. 
This will still take a few weeks, 
however. 

Here’s an important point for 
dealers (or other sellers). If you 
don’t agree with the grade ANACS 
assigns to a coin, they invite you to 
call them and give you cause for 
grading it the way you did. The 
ANACS staff also allows coins to 
be resubmitted for grading. If it ap¬ 
pears that the ANACS grading is 
more strict than what’s commonly 
accepted in the industry for years, 
talk to the ANACS graders and 
give them your opinion of how 
coins should be graded. They will 
listen to .you. Criticism behind their 
backs will only be negative. 

Recently we’ve seen veteran 
dealer John Smies join the ANACS 
staff. He is continuing to uphold 
the tough ANACS standards, but 
he undoubtedly offers insight to 
the other ANACS staffers about 
the dealer point of view. He will 
also be helpful in dealing with the 
collector and investor who sub¬ 
mits coins for authentication and 
grading. 

I think we should all take a more 
serious look at the service ANACS 
is providing. If we don’t like what 
they are doing let’s talk to them 
before criticizing. As prices in¬ 
crease over the years, buyers tend 
to become more fussy about 
grading. If collectors and investors 
lose big money because of 


grading, they could press for 
government regulation of this in¬ 
dustry. Do you want that? As a 
dealer do you want to be licensed 
to be in business? If we can 
regulate the coin business from 
within we’ll all be better off. Pro¬ 
fessional numismatists have to 
know the most about grading 
coins, because of our experience. 
Government couldn’t possibly do 
better. Therefore let’s work with 
ANACS toward agreement. 

Grading and price are directly 
related. And when we’re buying or 
selling a coin it is very difficult to 
remain unbiased in grading the 
coin. Being as fair to the other par¬ 
ty as we can be is always most 
rewarding in the longrun. 

To reiterate, ANACS grading is 
an opinion. There may be no right 
or wrong grade to a coin, as long 
as differing opinions are close. 
And opnions can be changed. 

Tom Delorey, one the official 
ANACS graders, looks at it this 
way, “What makes a women 
beautiful in one man’s eyes may be 
quite different than what makes a 
woman beautiful in another man’s 
eyes.” He’s right.

munities’ hearings. It is entirely 
conceivable to be successful in 
gaining exemptions from these or¬ 
dinances with respect to your hob¬ 
by/club activities. I urge everyone 
to make inquiries into your 
town/municipality’s plans for gold 
& silver ordinances and let GSNA 
know. I’m sure that some of 
GSNA’s officers will be willing to 
attend some hearings on the sub¬ 
ject. Unfortunately, we can’t get to 

all.or even most of them. But we 

must try.

FAMOUS N.J. COINS’ 


Assembly passed an act “For the 
more convenient Payment of small 
Sums.’’ If was, in effect, a charter 
for a bank - the first one in New 
Jersey. It authorized Newby to 
issue his halfpence as legal tender 
for sums up to five schillings, 
backed by his 300 acres of land as 
security. 

Unfortunately, he died suddenly 
the next year. Thirty pounds were 
outstanding at the time, so the 
widow closed the bank, paid that 
sum from her own funds and her 
land was released to her. 

At least 14,400 halfpence had 
been issued and these continued 
in circulation for many years 
throughout the colonies. 

Early research attributed the 
pieces to the reign of Charles I 
(1625-41), or Charles II (1660-85), or 
the period of the Cromwell Com¬ 
monwealth between their reigns. 
The first published account lists 
them among the “silver medals” of 
Charles II. (Examples survive in 
silver). 

In 1726 they were attributed to 
the coinage of the Catholics 
“when they rebelled in Ireland.” 
Some later writers took the op¬ 
posite view and said they had been 
issued by Protestants as a 
“reminder of the terrific slaughter 
of Protestants by Catholics during 
the reign of Charles I. 

The controversy continues to¬ 
day. For years Yeoman’s Red Book 
of U.S. coins has described the 
halfpence as “believed by 
numismatists to have been struck 
in Dublin, c. 1673” - that is, during 
the reign of Charles II. But Dr. Ed¬ 
ward Maris, whose monumental 
Coins of New Jersey was publish¬ 
ed in 1881, described the obverse 
of the St. Patrick pieces as show¬ 
ing “Charles I in the character of 
King David.” 

A study of the face of the 
monarch on other coinage of this 
king led to his identification on the 
St. Patrick pieces. By concen¬ 
trating their research on events of 
his reign, numismatic scholars of 
today - notably Donald Taxay and 
Walter Breen - have provided the 
following explanation: 

Nicholas Briot is the engraver of 
these pieces. He was an engraver 
of the Royal Mint under Charles I 


and master of the Scottish Mint 
from 1635 to 1646. His Scottish 
coins of the period show the 
characteristics found on the St. 
Patrick coppers such as the 
martlet (legless bird) privy mark, 
similar letter punches, figures in 
flat relief, splashes and a peculiar 
style of harp. 

Now what about the symbolism? 
Charles I was a headstrong king of 
a Protestant nation that disapprov¬ 
ed of his marriage to a Roman 
Catholic. He dissolved Parliament 
several times, imprisoned some of 
its members and ruled alone for 11 
years. Civil war broke out between 
Parliamentary and Royalist forces; 
and in April, 1644, the king 
authorized Edward Somerset, Earl 
of Wooster and of Glamorgan 
(Ireland), to raise an army of Irish 
and other Catholics to fight for 
him. The St. Patrick coins were 
struck sometime between 1645 
and 1648 at the Tower Mint in Lon¬ 
don, with symbols appropriate for 
Irish use: The king as King David 
(wise, a strong leader) showing his 
love of Ireland by playing the Irish 
harp; the large crown above hum, 
appearing to the common belief in 
the divine right of kings; St. Patrick 
and the people, a subtle promise 
that Catholics would have 
religious freedom under him. 

But Somerset went too far with 
his effort. He signed a secret treaty 
of concessions with the Irish 
Catholics who had recently 
revolted against England. When 
this news leaked out, the king 
repudiated the treaty, for his major 
support came from nobility loyal to 
him and to the Church of England. 
The coins weren’t issued. He lost 
the war and was beheaded in 1649. 

How, then, did Mark Newby ac¬ 
quire his hoard some 30 years 
later? Apparently they were still 


available at the mint and Charles II 
started releasing them. The new 
king was extravagant and always 
in need of funds. The year after 
Newby left London (1677), the St. 
Patrick coppers appeared on the 
Isle of Man, where they circulated 
briefly until repudiated by the local 
Tynwald (parliament). They may 
have gotten to Ireland in quantity 
before Newby sailed for America. 
It’s quite likely he bought a quanti¬ 
ty at a discount either before he 
left London or while he was in 
Ireland. 

Many minting varieties are 
known today in both the halfpence 
and the farthing. About a half- 
dozen silver pattern issues are 
known in the halfpence and more 
than twice that many in the far¬ 
thing. One gold pattern farthing 
also exists. It was sold by Stack’s 
for $46,000 at the A.N.A. Conven¬ 
tion in 1976. 

More of the farthings are 
available than the halfpence. 
Prices given in the 1980 Red Book 
for common varieties are as 
follows: farthings, VG $75, F $165, 
VF $400; Halfpence, VG $120, F 
$275, VF $475; silver halfpence, VG 
$600, F $1,500, VG $2,750. 

Do the farthings actually belong 
with American colonial issues? 
Probably not. As Eric P. Newman 
wrote in The Numismatist for May. 
1963: “The big Irish brother left 
home and established himself with 
legal tender status in West Jersey. 
The little Irish brother stayed 
home. The big brother is Irish- 
American and the little brother is 
just Irish.” 

In the light of recent findings, i 
maybe the word “English” shoulc 
be substituted for ‘“Irish” in the 
above comment. But again, the 
symbolism is strictly Irish and 9Lj 
Patrick wouldn’t approve.

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ETERNAL VIGILANCE PRICE OF 
DOING BUSINESS 


A dealer displays his coins at a 
coin show to make money. But if 
the “coin shoplifter” hits him, then 
he may even have a loss when he 
figures up sales. I recently visited 
a coin show held in a motel 
located in the suburbs. One dealer 
there said to me: 

“You told me you were going to 
write an article on coin security at 
these shows. So just put the facts 
into your article. A lot of dealers 
are just plains careless in the way 
they protect their coins on exhibi¬ 
tion. See that fellow over there? He 
has his body and head turned away 
from the right half of his stand. 
You never do that. You talk directly 
to a potential customer. You must 
have your entire display within 
your vision. Otherwise you are ask¬ 
ing for trouble.” 

Most of the dealers at this par¬ 
ticular show were what we call 
“the lone dealer,” Three had their 
wives with them; one had a part¬ 
ner; and two even had their kids 
with them to keep vigilance over 
the coins. 

The lone dealer can’t leave his 
stand. Some that I met had 
brought lunch with them, including 
coffee in a small thermos bottle. 
They ate during a lull in the place. 

One showed me what he did. “I 
have a package of nutritional food 
here with me. Keeps me going until 
I go home for the big meal.” 

It sounds simple for the lone ex¬ 
hibitor to say to the next lone 
dealer, “Do me a favor, Just keep 
an eye on my stuff for five minutes. 
It’s an emergency.” 

But he can’t keep an eye on his 
coins and handle a customer at his 
stand at the same time. There is a 
calculated risk in doing this. What 
happens if the fellow comes back, 
takes a look at his stand and yells: 
“My coin display book is missing! 
What happened to it?” You may 
really get a headache by being a 
nice guy. 

Beware of this trick: A well 
dressed man comes up to you.

“There’s an emergency phone call 
for you in the office. Hurry, I’ll 
watch until you come back.” 

You are so anxious to go, your 
brain cells don’t function. So you 
tell him to watch the coins until 
you return. You don’t know who he 
is. You figure he is connected with 
the place. A neat little racket. Ac¬ 
tually he may have had a con¬ 
federate make the call, been near 
the office when it came in, and of¬ 
fered to get you. You will be hit 
hard with this little tick. So keep it 
in the back of your mind. 

The middle-aged, well dressed 
man is carrying an umbrella as he 
stolls through the aisles and looks 
at the various coin displays. But it 
isn’t even raining! He smiles atyou 
and you smile back. But did you 
notice that the umbrella wasn’t 
closed with the tab? 

Be on the alert. He can easily 
sweep or pick up some coins and 
they land in the inside of his um¬ 
brella. Before he is finished he will 
hit seven dealers that way. 

The “Hedge-In” trick is an oldie. 
It is used in various ways by those 
who want to hit the coin dealer. 
The idea is to get you away from 
the “scene of the crime.” 

In one version of it, two or three 
people are in on the scheme. Two 
talk to you at the same time, while 
they shield their confederate who 
is taking coins from the side 
display on your stand. And if you 
have coins in a box, the con¬ 
federate may take several at one 
time. 

Don’t permit anyone to hedge 
you in this way so you can’t see 
what is taking place The key word 
is DISTRACTION. They are distrac¬ 
ting your attention from the area 
that is to be hit. Kids use this in a 
“hit-and-grab” run. Two kids talk to 
you while the third makes a grab 
for some coins on the table. 

If you use the carrying case 
which is really an open display 
case, here is an idea for you to con¬ 
sider from one dealer: 


“The trouble with this type of 
carry case-display combination is 
that the coin shoplifter can get his 
hand around either side and help 
himself to coins. I figured there 
must be a way to stop him. So I 
have two side pieces cut from 
clear thick plastic. He can’t use 
that old trick on me anymore. 

“I don’t trust people with 
packages, a brief case or port¬ 
folios,” sighed one exhibitor. “ 
There is a creation known as the 
shoplifter’s package. It just has a 
flap that can be pushed back easi¬ 
ly. So in a flash, coins can be taken 
off the stand and pushed into the 
package. And the same can be 
done with a brief case or portfolio. 

I am alert when I see what I con¬ 
sider to be the three danger 
signals.” 

“Put this one in your article,” 
said a security expert to me. 
“Generally this technique is used 
by a female. She is wearing a char¬ 
ming dress with flower patterns on 
it. And there are lines next to the 
flowers. But two of those lines are 
really slits. And behind each slit is 
a pocket. She can lift up several 
coins, push them through the slit 
and place the rest back on your 
stand.” 

A few fellows had display stands 
on their tables. Would anyone try 
to steal such a stand? 

“It happened to me two years 
ago,” admitted one dealer. “I 
figured out my attention was 
distracted by his pal. He wore a 
long oversized overcoat. And one- 
two-three, it was off the table and 
hidden by that overcoat. So if you 
want to use a stand, then either 
clamp it to the table, or use a chain 
fastened below. My son says he 
might figure out how to attach a 
bell so if the stand is lifted you get 
a warning signal.” 

Eternal vigilance is said to be 
the price of liberty. It is also the 
price of being knocked off by those 
coin stealers at your show.
